That there surely can be no guestion the 
Government will now see Justice done, 
and give once for all the coup de grace to 
this sneaking form of official theft. 

That it would ba unfsir to aver that the

That somohow or other the discase docs 
not get checked, and the responsibility 
rests now altogether upon the officially- 
constructed Board. : 

That the Board does not seem to realiao the 
drift or tendenoy of this disease, and ap- 
parently has failed to comprehend tha 
seriousness of the situation. 

That I have mode this remark before, and 
it is very much to be regretted it has to 
be made again, but it ia as true as the 
rogularity of the Death-roll, and the 
morte’s the pity. 

That by the time thease remarks are cir- 
culated the ballot referring to the con- 


stitution of. the Sanitary. Board will bo” 


closed, and an expression of opixion will 
have been given by the British com- 
monity on that subject. 

That, so far as I could judge, a fair amount 
of interest has been taken in tho subject, 
and that in Hongkong necossatily mesons 
an intelligent intorcst.

That, though the Chamber of Commerce 
may fairly allege it takes no part in 
municipal or polstical controversy, it can- 
not possibly jastify the allegation. 

That the-continued existance and prosperi- 
ty of this Colony dependa as much upon 
sanitation a8 upon anything olse, and the 
duty of the Ohamber is therefore aa clear

THE CLEANSING OF ‘tHE CITY.

Hongkong, May 16, 1896.

The Naval Court of Enguiry at the British 
Conaulate-General for the purpose of enquir- 
ip Onwo, was 
concluded this morning. Mr, William Bell, 
Assietant Paymaster, H.M.S. Spartan, acted 
ae clerk of the Court. Mr. MoNeiil (Measra, 
Dowdell and Hanson) appeared for Magara, 
Jardine, Mutheson & Ca,, the owners of the 
Qawo, and Captain Whittle appeared for 
Messrs, Butterfield & Swire, the agants of 
the ‘China Navigation Company, the owners 
of the Newchwang, 

The Court assembled at 9 o'clock for the 
purpose of delivering ite finding, which was 
as follows :— 

Finding and order of a Naval Court held 
at the British Consulate General at Shangbai 
on the 7th, 8th, Otb, 10th avd 11th days of 
May, 1896, to investigate the cireumatances 
‘attending a collision between the British 
steamship Ontoo af Lendon, official number 
63,779, and the Britishateamship Newchwang 
of London, official numbor 77,054; on the 
thirtieth day of April last, whereby the wreck 
of the said British stcamehip Onwo ensued, 
whereby logs of life ensued, whereby serious 
damage to.tbo said British steamship New: 
chwang ensued, and to investigate the cause 
of such wreok, lose of life, and damage, and 
to enyuira into the conduct of tha masters, 
certificated officers and oraws of thé said 
vensels, 

With reyard to the said British steamship 
Onwo, The Onwo was a steam vonsel, not 
rigged, of 797 tons registered tonnage, 
official namber 63.779, built at Dumbarton 
in 1870, and belonging. to tha port of London, 

It appoars from the evideuca given before 
this Court that she aailed from Shanghai on 
or about the 30th April, 1896, bound for 
Hankow with a general cargo and a crew of 


143 hands all told, as well as passengers, 


about 200, : 

After proceeding dows the Wousung river 
and having crossed tha Bar through the 
Feima Channel sha was rounding Pheasant 
Point when she waa struck by the New- 
chwang shaping up the river, whilst between 
the lightship and the Customs halk Kuwa- 
shing, and finally sank iu tho position given 
in Notice to Mariuers No. 59 Special, Shang- 
hai diatrict, issued by the Coant Inspeator. 

The Court baying regard to tho clroum- 


’| stances above stated finds as follows :— 


That the Onwo cheyed the Rule of tho 
Road, particularly os regarde Rule 21, and 
was keopiog to the proper bank. 

Her speed, which they concider 6 or 7 
koote over the ground, waa not excesalve for 
that part of the river. 

That tne master, Mr Joseph Slessar, wos 
not in any way in error, but appears to hava 
navigated his vessel in a seamanlike and 

oper manner and: when o casualty was 
inevitable-to hava done avery thing in hia 
power to avert it, 

That the Court sees no ground for blam- 
ing the conduct of any of the survivors, 
and considers the conduct of Mr Andrew 
Small, certificated second engineer, deserving 
of great praise for going to the enkine ream 
at once to assist, being asteep whon -the 
collision occurred; algo that Me Arthur 
Lewis Cooper, certificated seaond mate, did 
all in his power to carry out his duties. 

That the Chinese orew appear to have ron. 
dered no assistange to Raropeans. 

That upon the evidence given, the vessel 
appsars'to have been well found, autticiently. 
manned and seaworthy at thetimeof bor do- 
parture from Shanghai, with the excaption of 
the life-aaviag apparatus carried, whioh ap- 
pears disgraceful and completely inadequate 
for the nomber of poople carried on board, 
being ineufficient even for the craw, 

That she appeare to havo been properly 
loaded, Pane 

That all records appear to have boen lost. 

That with regard to the loss of life, the 
Court considers that the master of the Onwe 
did not renitse the dangerous, condition of 
the ehip after the collision, ag-fie dosa not 
appear to Lave attempted in avy way to 
benoh her, The Oourt, however, is ratbor 
of opision that as stated in the evidence, her 
forefuot beiag on the ground rendered the 
manwayring of the ebip most difloult if not 
imposible, partioulariy with the sorew out 
of water, 

That the number of lives lost onnnot be 
ascertained, ax the ayatem of booking pas 
sengere oo board prevents it, and there is no 
limit to the number the steamer may take, 
auoh being at the owners’ pleasure. * 

With regard to the said British steamship 
Newehwung. The Court. considera the 
collision to have ocourred between the Cus- 
toms hulk Kwashing and the Foima Ohecnol 
light vessel, come 200 or 300. yarda gbove 
the Kwashing, but the tims evidences do not 
agree, 

The Court, hayiog regard to the ciroum- 
atanoes stated in evidenos, considers that
